Other cities have taken long 
steps in solving their garbage problems. Fort Wayne 
can have the benefit of their experience and the knowl- 
edge of tested results. Tbe inquiry must be thorough 
and the outcome will be not only satisfactory in what 
it accomplishes in enabling-Fort "Wayne to dispose of 
garbage effectually but in point of economy as well.

THE ORIGIN OF "LLOYDS."
